DETAILS OF NEW MILITARY SERVICE LAW PUBLISHED

_Articles “Understanding the Military Service Law” | 


| Text | In order to fulfill the requirement of building the People’s Army during 
the phase of resisting the U.S., liberating the south,and defending the north, the 
First National Assembly of the Democratic Republic of Vietnam approved the Military 
Service Law of 1960 and twice amended and supplemented it, in 1962 and 1965. 


In the process of its implementation, the Military Service Law had a great effect 
on the mission of building the army, consolidating national defense, and contribut- 
ing to increasing military strength in order to liberate the south and win indepen- 
dence and unification for the homeland. 


The entire mation has now changed over to the period of building sc.ialism and 
defending the socialist homeland. The army's levels of modernity and technical 
equipment have undergone important changes. Our army has a full complement of 
armed forces branches and combat arms with advanced technical equipment. The task 
of building a professional, modern army makes newer, higher demands of citizens 
with regard to military service. Therefore, there are parts of the present Mili- 
tary Service Law which are no longer appropriate. Furthermore, after 20 years of 
implementing the Military Service Law under conditions of continuous warfare, we 
have real experience and have determined many new things that must be included in 
the Law so that it can be appropriate to the Constitution and to the development 
of society, and meet the requirements of the mission of building the army in the 


new phase. 


The new Military Service Law codifies the line and major policies of the party re- 
garding national defense by all the people and the development of the people's 
armed forces and the People’s Army in the new phase of our country’s revolution. 
It manifests the collective mastership right of the people, manifests the re- 
sponsibilities of the social organizations with regard to building the People's 
Army; and confirms the responsibility of all male citizens to serve in the ranks 
of the People’s Army, which is the fulfillment of a glorious obligation and is a 
duty of citizens that is stated in the Constitution. The Law is also intended to 
assure strict, rational compliance by all citizens and localities. 


The Law reflects the military line of the party on building the People’s Arny 
which includes the building of regular forces with an increasingly higher level of 














professionalism and modernity and the urgent development of prowerful reserve for- 
ces with large numbers and high quality, which are ready for mobilization to ang- 
ment the People’s Army and meet the requirements of war to defend the homeland. At 
the same time, it closely combines economic construction with strengthening na- 
tional defense and building the arny. 


The new Military Service Law comes to grips with many matters, including those with 
which everyone is very much concerned, such as the draftable age groups, the 
active service times of noncommissioned officers and enlisted men, the participa- 
tion of women in the army, preparing young men for active duty, drafting, draft 
deferments and exemption from military service, service in thezserves by noncon- 
missioned officers and enlisted men, service by specialized military perdonnel, and 
other matters. 


The following are the basic contents of that law: 
Active Duty Ages of Noncommissioned Officers and Enlisted Men 


The new law stipulates that youths are subject to the draft at 18. The active duty 
age group is fron 18 to 27. 


Youths who are drafted must be 18 years of age and their ages must be verified in 
order to assure that that rule is applied nationwide and avo*d the drafting of 
those who are too young, as in the past. Youths in that age group are physically 
and mentally capable of serving in the armed forces. Youths may voluntarily enlist 
for active duty when they are about to reach that age. When they are discharged at 
the age of 21 or 22, after 3 or 4+ years of active duty and being steeled in the 
army with regard to consciousness of organization and discipline and the collective 
way of life, they will be well-prepared to continue their studies, work to build 
the homeland, and build their private lives. Furthermore, the families and mass 
organizations also have plans for encouraging and educating their members to be 
prepared to serve in the army. The draftable age group may be extended by 2 years 
to enable all youths who receive deferments to have an opportunity to serve on ac- 
tive duty. The maximum age for service in the reserves is increased by 5 years 
(the old law fixed that age at 45 but the new law extends it to 50), in order to 
mobilize healthy male citizens between the ages of 45 and 50 to enter the army and 
serve in the rear areas, so that the young men can be concentrated in the combat 
units at the front, while also mobilizing many specialized technical cadres and 
personnel to supplement the army. That is a requirement based on objective reali- 
ty, for in wartime we must have a very large regular army and must be able to 
rapidly supplement an army with much technical equipment. 


The Active Service Time of Noncommissioned Officers and Enlisted Men 


The determination of the active service time of noncommissioned officers and 
enlisted men must be based on the numbers and quality of youths in an age groups, 
on the youths’ pre-service preparation, on the degree of modernity ofthe arny's 
technical equipment, etc. Our youths’ political consciousness and educational 
levels have been raised but their physical condition is still deficient because 
our country has just emerged froma iong war. The preparing of youths before 
they serve in the army has only just begun. Therefore, the active service time of 
noncommissioned officers and enlisted men can be reduced by only a year in con- 
parison to the old law. 








The active service time of noncommissioned officers and enlisted men is 3 years, 
while the active service time of technically specialized noncommissioned officers 
and enlisted men and those serving aboard naval ships in 4 years. The reason why 
a year must be added is that such noncommissioned officers and enlisted men must 
be trained in the army for from 9 months to 1 year and must work for a certain 
period of time before becoming proficient. 


The law also stipulates the active service time of college-graduate noncommis- 
sioned officers and enlisted as being 2 years, for at their educational level they 
Can rapidly assimilate military knowledge and technology. Furthermore, during 

the time spent studying in advanced schools and colleges they were trained in 
military training programs more advanced than those of general education high 
schools, so they are allowed to leave the service early in order to more effective- 
ly serve economic construction. 


With regard to youths of some ethnic minority groups, in some mountainous and 
coastal areas, who are not yet accustomed to leaving home and are capable of 
strengthening the base level, the active service time is 2 years. As for the 
specific ethnic groups and localities, the Council of Ministers will specify then 
from time to time. 


The reduction in the active service time is appropriate to the sentiments and 
aspirations of the people and is also appropriate to the requirement of building 
the army, for if the service period is short can we assure the rapid development 
of large reserve forces. 


The Matter of Women on Active Duty 


The heroic, responsible women of Vietnam participated directly in the armed forces 
and made enormous contributions in the anti-French and anti-U.S. resistance wars. 


But at present women are not compelled to serve in the armed forces. Therefore, 
the new law stipulates that women with professional training in medicine or other 
specialties needed by the army must register the reserves in peacetine and may be 
called up for training. If they volunteer tney may be accepted for active duty. 
In wartime, in addition to the women with professional training who registered the 
reserves and are called up for active duty in accordance with mobilization orders, 
the Council of Ministers will decree the calling up of some young women to serve 
the army in appropriate positions. 


In comparison to the old law, the age bracket of technically trained women in the 
reserve category is reduced by 5 years (45 according to the old law, 40 according 
to the new law), which is appropriate to the actual circumstances of women, for in 
Wartime women must be responsible for all family and social matters in omer to re- 
place men who go off to battle. 


Preparing Youths for Active Duty 


Our army has taken a new developmental step with regard to technical equipment and 
its combined combat arms ability. In order to assure that youths can quickly be- 
come familiar with technical military equipment after entering the arny, before 
beginning service they must be given basic military training along the lines of the 











training program for new recruits, including political study, technical and tacti- 
cal training, and the study of army orders, in order to forge consciousness of or- 
ganization amd discipline and toughen themselves physically. 


Therefore, it is necessary to introduce the universal military training program in 
into the main curriculum of the general education middle schools, vocational 
schools, and the specialized middle schools. In the advanced schools am colleges, 
the universal military training program must continue to be improved, so that when 
youths enter army they can become squad leaders after 2 or 3 months of supplemen- 
tary training. After 2 years, when they are discharged, they may become reserve 
officers after completing the examinatiors. 


Furthermore, the army needs many technically trained people to use and maintain its 
modern technical equipment. Therefore, before they enter the army youths must be 
trained in a number of specialized fields needed by the army. There must be many 
forms of specialized technical training for you*hs. 


In addition to the existing schools of the sectors and localities, it is ne sary 
to develop the vocational classes organized by the People’s National Defense 
Education Commission. By doing so we can reduce the present number of vocational 
schools in the army and can therefore reduce the active service time of a large 


number of people from 4 years to 3 years. 


The regist ation of all 17-year-old youths at the district military organs will 
assure the tight management of youths ready to enter the army, make the drafting of 
youths more accurate, and help prepare the youths organizationally. After re- 
gistering, the youths are guided by the military organs with regard to such aspects 
as health preparations, the treatment of light illnesses within a short period of 
time, the selection of the necessary sectors and trades to be studied, etc. 


The good performance of those preparatory tasks will create conditions for the 
accurate and rapid drafting of youths, and in the future it will be possible to re- 
duce the active service time of noncommissioned officers and enlisted men. 


Drafting Citizens 


According to the actual experiences of troop recruitment over a 10-year period, if 
we make good preparations a troop recruitment cycle need not be prolonged. Since 
many people must be called up in the course of a year, there must be two cyc’es, 
for only thereby can we be appropriate t> the ability of the localities to deiiver 
recruits and the army's ability to receive them. In order to avoid affecting the 
main 10th month harvests, recruits should sot be called up before the lunar new 
year or prior to the college entrance examinations, so it would be appropriate to 
call up youths in February-March and in Aughust-September. Each call-up should 
last about a month in order to avoid affecting the other work, and so the locali- 
ties and the army can rapidly stabilize their organization and begin training. In 
the future, we can further reduce the time if the preparatory work is of good 
quality. 


Draft Deferments and Exemptions From “Military Service 








On the basis of the developmental situation of our society at present and in the 
future, and in order to deal with the matter of draft deferments in a more coz- 
prehensive and specific manner, the new law stipulates the following reasons for 
deferments: The person is the only worker supporting a father or mother, brothers 
and sisters, or wife and children who are no longer able to work or have not 
reached the working age and have no source of support. The person is the last son 
of a war-dead family, i.e. a family in which the father, mother, or a brother or 
sister was killed in war and has only one remaining son. That is a matter of 
legitimate sentiment, for we have experienced two long wars and many families have 
contributed much to the revolution and suffered great losses. People studying in 
general education middle schools, vocational schools, specialized middle schools, 
or advanced schools or colleges must after completing their studies -- whether they 
graduate or not -- be eligible for the draft. Deferments in such cases enable the 
students to complete their programs and do not affect the schools’ training plans. 
People who are researching especially important topics for the state but who cannot 
be replaced. Deferments for such people must be recommended by a Minister ora 
person of equivalent rank. That is a matter of national interest and is not a mat- 
ter of individual preferential treatment. 


People in those categories must be reviewed every year. If they are no longer 
eligible for deferment they must be called up. If they reach age 27 and are still 
deferred, they must be shifted over to a reserve status. People who are yet suffi- 
ciently healthy to serve on active duty my, depending on the state of their heal 
health, be considered for dvferment for a cycle or for a year. They must undergo 
physical examinations every year. If they meet the standaris they may be drafted. 
If not, they may continue to be deferred or may be shifted over to a reserve status 
or exempted from military service. 


The new law does not provide for exemption from active duty for only sons, in order 
to achieve fairness and equality in participation in the army to defend the home- 
land. We are now carrying out a planned parenthood campaign, so there will be many 
families with only one son, so exempting only sons is not appropriate. 


On Reserve-Status Service by Noncommissioned Officers and Enlisted Men 


In peacetime, no nation, no matter how rich and strong its economy, can have a 
standing army large enough to cope with all external attacks, for they are heavy 
burdens which no economy can bear. In order to assure combat readiness there xust 
be a plan to build large reserve forces, which can, when the order to mobilize is 
given, rapidly become regular forces and be prepared to fight immediately. 


In order to build the reserve forces of a modern regular army and meet the requir- 
ments of war to defend the nation i: the future, we must do a good job of organiza- 
tion, managenent, and training. The organization and training of reserve troops 
differ from the organization and training of regular troops because reserve troops 
live and work scattered out among the state and collective organs anid bases and are 
always undergoing change, so it is necessary to carry out registration at the vil- 
lage level and especially at the district level. Changes of addresses or places 
of employment must be promptly reported to the local military organ. When people 
arrive at a new address they must promptly register in order to inform the 
military organ in the new place. The public security, population management, in- 
vestigation, and court organs are responsible for helping the local military organ 

















to tigntly manage the reserve troops. Only by means of the tight stipulations of 
the new law can we build a reserve army of millions of people ani consisting of 
units, armed forces branches, and technical combat arms, in omier to be able tc 
fight within a short period of time after the omier to concentrate. 


The training of reserve ailitary personnel is also very important. In omer to 
assure combat quality and hold combined arms maneuvers, reserve military personnel 
under 35 years of age (Group A) take 2 to 3 months of concentrated training every 
3 years. Reserve military personnel 35 to 45 years old (Group 3) take 1 to 2 
months of training every 5 years.

Military personnel between 46 and 50 years old (Group C) train only once a zonth. 
That 3s a method of preparing for wartime during peacetime; a method of building 
military forces and assuring the smallest losses in a large war. According to the 
method of training organization stipulated by the new law, the total amount of 
training time of reserve training personnel is only equal to or less than the pre- 
viously stipulated time: 15 to 25 training days a year 


Specialized Military Personnel 


Our arny’s technical equipment has developed to the rather high level of a modern 
regular army, thanks to the assistance ofthe fraternal socialist countries. Thus 
use and maintenance that enable that equipment to always be in a state of combat 
Giness require a corps of experienced, skilied technicial specialists. There- 
fore, among the components of the People’s Army there must be, in addition to of- 
ficers, military personnel with specialized technical and professional skills to 
Support command and combat and the building of discipline and professionalisz in 
the units. 
Furthermore, the new Military Service Law deals with other matters, such as the 
rishts ani obligations of specialized military personnel, noncommissioned officers, 
and enlisted men; militar) service registration; the calling up of personnel during 
a general mobilization or partial mobilization; the discharge of personnel in ac- 
cordance with demobilization orders; and the disposal of violations, matters which 
were dealt with inadequately by the old military service law but have now been 
supplemented and amended so that they can be complete and appropriate to the new 
conditions. 


The approval of the new Military Service Law is a new advance in building a modern, 
professional People’s Army ami in strengthening national defense.

LOCALITIES URGED TO PREFARE FOR MILITARY INDUCTIONS WELL

~— Text] In 1961, following the completion of the induction of youths into the 
military, the various localities of the country organized the study of the two 
strategic tasks, “successfully building socialism and firmly protecting the socialist 
fatherland,” and the fulfillment of the obligation to protect the fatherland by all 
party and government organizations and mass organizations from the provincial and 
municipal levels to the basic level and among the people. 


Leveloping upon these results mentioned above, the various localities are now making 
positive, urgent preparations for carrying out the 1962 induction of youths well. 


In 1962, all male youths between the ages of 18 and 25 will be fully registered at 
their installation (village, subward, agency, enterprise, school, state farn, 
worksite, forestry site and so forth) and will be prepared for imiuction when 
ordered. Upon the completion of registration, the installations must forward a 
list of the names of the youths who were registered to the district, precinct, 
city or municipal military command. Official correspondence number 1766/V8 dated 
28 November 1981 from the head of the Office of the Council of Ministers stipulates: 
the agencies and installations of the state that are managed by central sectors, 
regardless of the locality in which they are located, must conduct registrations 
and inspections and compile statistics under the guidance of the local government 
and military egency and must submit a list of the names of youths of induction age 
to the military agency of the district, precinct, city or municipality directly 
subordinate to the province. 


To date, many localities have conducted registrations and are endeavoring to register 
100 percent of youths by the "young heroes protecting the fatherland” holiday 
(22 December 1981). 


Along with conducting registrations, organizational preparations for medical 
examinations are also urgently being made. The provinces and municipalities are 
selecting competent public health cadres and personnel and providing them with 
additional professional training in order to supplement and strengthen the district's 








induction medical examination groups while inspecting equipment and providing 
additional equipment so that the medical examinations are of the ory possible 
guality, so that youths who fail to meet health standards are not sent into th 

army and so that youths who are of draft age and meet all health requirements dco not 
fail to fulfill their obligation to join the army. in order to prepare youths to leave 
for the any when they receive their induction omer, the various localities plan to 
complete the physical examinations in December 1961 or early January i962. 


As a result of the recent phase of study, all localities have come to clearly 

realize the importance of evaluating youths in the light of standards and policies 

vefore inducting t hem into the army, comsequently, policies and plans have been 

—_ ted for evaluating you ths and completing their files in an urgent and thorough 
mmsr prior to the Nhan Tuat Tet (24 January 1962). 


There are many jobs that must be performed in the final days of 1961 but we aust 
realize that the induction of youths is one of the important jobs; only by 
pertorming this joo well is it possible to protect the socialist fatherland and, 
in actuality, the success or failure of the induction of youths will immediately 
infiuence every other jobd of the locality. Therefore, the localities must make 
positive and urgent preparations in order to successfully carry out the induction 
of youths in exact accordance with standards and norms. 


The experience of many places has shown that when a locality has much urgent work to 
peritorm, it is very necessary for the agencies of the party and the govermment to 

meet and discuss in detail the specifics enagpencninye in and the peagram, plan and 
schedule tor each job, putting persons into positions of leadership and command 
and holding them responsible to the collective, neat P ard lower echelon unit 


Only in this way is it possible for every jobd to yield gcd results.

EXPLOITS OF PUBLIC SECURITY SOLDIER PRAISED

[Text I. In the Enemy's Lair 


The place is An Giang Province following liberation day. The people are enthusiastically 
rebuilding their homes, meeting relatives again and beginninganew life. But 

throughout the province, hundreds of bands of malicious robbers left behind by the 
U.S.-puppet system are engaged in very brazen activities. The Beijing expansionists 

and the U.S. imperialists had a plan to support and control these bands of robbers 

in a vain attempt to disrupt the security of the provinces on our southwestern 

border and wait for an opportunity to coordinate with attacks from Kamp’chea. 


The aggressive bands of robbers in An Giang, which went by the names of "The Black 
Butterfly Wing," "The Pointed Sword,” "The Black Charm,” "The White Goose” and 

"The Golden Crab,” were under the command of extremely barbarous robber generals: 
Bach Hai Duong, Dai Han, Tu Ro, Chin Au, Nam Voi, Sau Bo, and so forth. They were 
encouraged by the imperialists and the expansionists to live the American style of 
life and be as impetuous as American soldiers. They were dangerous enemies against 
whom public security soldiers of An Giang Province had to fight day and night in 
order to protect the life of the people and maintain the security of the fatherland. 


The criminal observation unit of the Public Security Service, which consisted of very 
many young, brave soldiers, accepted the difficul*, complex task of observing, 


pursuing and exposing the robbers. One of the vanguard soldiers of the unit is 
Pham Thanh Son. 


Ten years earlier, Pham Thanh Son was a i3 year old boy who accompanied liberation 
public security soldiers as a liaison worker and cook. At the time, Son was the 

only soldier in the unit who was illiterate; he was illiterate because his family was 
very poor and did not have the money to support his education. The public security 
soldiers took turns teaching him to read and write. Following the other soldiers 

as they fought the enemy, killed hoodlums and eliminated spies, Son showed himself 

to be a resourceful, brave soldier. Each time he returned to the base after a battle, 
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Son, already exhausted, would sit and study, In those 10 years of training in the 
public security force, Pham Thanh Son finished ilth grade, became a Communist Youth 
Union member and then became a communist party member. 


Pham Thanh Son was the backbone of the observation unit. He travelled everywhere 
and worked hard to learn about the organization and the method of operation of*’~ 
hundreds of bands of robbers who were under the command of one person who went by 
many different names; Tu Ro, Sau Gio and Huynh Thanh Phong. He was idolized by his 
underlings as the "general of the robber generals.” There were hundreds of bands of 
robbers and it would not be easy to eliminate them all at once without developing the 
best possible method for attacking them. Son boldly thought: "Only by directly 
attacking the general of these robber generals is it possible to curb their criminal 
activities and protect the life and property of the people.” Son received an order 
from the upper echelon to begin infiltrating the ranks of the robbers in omer to 
learn about Tu Ro. After serving 3 years in the puppet army, Tu Ro became the leader 
of many bands of robbers that operated in both the countryside and the cities. He 
was also the leader of lackeys and prostitutes who were addicted to heroin and other 
narcotics. He used to boldly tell thems “Huynh Thanh Phong was born to stir up 
trouble and make a name for himself as a robber, not sit in prison.” Tu Ro could 
accurately fire a pistol with either hand and could kill a person with a knife before 
his victim could make a sound, even a small sound. Knowing that his opponent was 
aggressive and malicious, Pham Thanh Son hated him even more and became even more 
determined to exterminate him. He suggested to the command that he be permitted 

to follow the activities of the robbers and find their hideouts in order to annihilate 
them. Having received permission from his superiors, Son enthusiastically departed. 
He had confidence in his special capabilities, in the assistance provided by the 
people, the coordination provided by the other members of his unit and the local 
armed forces. He frequently thought: "The quicker Tu Ro is apprehended, the quicker 
we can put the other criminals out of action and protect the life and property of 
the people in the best possible manner.” 


Son visited the old archives of the enemy and studied in detail the files dealing 
with Sau Gio and Huynh Thanh Phong, that is Tu Ro. From the enemy's documents he 
also learned that "Tu Ro is skilled in the art of fighting.” While he was still 
busy with his initial preparations, a robbery occurred in Chau Phu District. The 
robbers entered the house of Mr. Chung Van Diep, killed the entire family and stole 
all their furniture. Son met with the soldiers of the felony unit and decided to 
attack immediately. iIn their 7 day operation, Pham Thanh Son and the other manbers 
of his unit apprehended all 12 robbers. In the possession of one of the robbers he 
found a black charm: the murderers not only committed bloody crimes but also prayed 
for assistance from the gods. However, Son also knew that to them, the "black charn” 
was not only a "talisman" and form of inspiration, but also a symbol whereby they 
easily recognized one another. One gang of robbers did not usually share an area 

of operation with other robbers. This is a characteristic of organized robbers. 
Each band of robbers had its own generals commanding it, controlled one area of 
operation and did not allow other bands of robbers to operate within its area of 
operation. Among the 12 robbers sent for interrogation, Son found 2 who once worked 
for Tu Ro, one as a servant and one as a security guard. As these two robbers were 
being interrogated, another robbery occurred in Binh Quoi Hamlet in Cho Moi District. 
Turning over the work of examining the documents to the other members of his unit, 
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Son and two other soldiers, Nguyen Huu Kha and Nguyen Doan Vien, went immediately 
to the scene to pursue the criminals. In this pursuit, he had hoped to find clues 
that would lead him to the hiding place of Tu Ro. With the help of the people, Son 
learned the details of the robbery. The family that was robbed owned a small 

sugar refinery. That day, knowing that the wife and children of the refinery owner 
had returned to their birthplace to attend a death anniversary feast, the robbers 
sent word to one another to assemble and entwr the house at midnight. They tied 

up the owner of the house and stole all of liis property. The details of the case 
that were provided to him helped Son learn about a person involved in scouting for 
the robbers. He was Nguyen Van Dan. Dan cid not belong to the "Black Charm” band, 
but to the "Pointed Sword” band. However, the battle of wits between Son and the 
caputred robbers, which lasted for days, forced them to reveal the close relationship 
between these two bands of robbers. In the past, these two bands did not work 
together; they hated each other and always looked for ways to liquidate each other. 
Tu Ro used his influence to bring these two bands of robbers together under his 
command and assign each of them a separate area of operation. After searching for 
months everywhere, Son concluded; Tu Ro is in the area of operation of the "Pointed 
Sword” band and Nguye. Van Dan was an intermediary who could perform the service of 
leading him to Tu Ro’s hiding place. However, once in the hideout of the robber 
general, it would be ex*remely difficult and dangerous to capture him. But Son 
would let nothing stand in his way. 


Son met with his superiors to present his plan for infiltrating the hideout of the 
robber general. The leaders of the An Giang Provincial Public Security Force spent 
time studying the plan of Son and the other members of his unit and carefully 
considered his suggestions. Accepting Son's plan, his leaders also deployed a secret 
force to accompany ami protect Pham Thanh Son. 


Pham Tnanh Son began by educating Tam, a robber in the "Black Charm.” Tam was 
persuaded by Son by abandon his life of robbery and take a job that would allow hin 

to record a feat of arms and pay for his crimes. Tam accepted Son as a member of 

his band of robbers and led him to the town of Sa Dec to find Nguyen Van Dan. Playing 
the role of a famous robber general, Son forced Dan to tell him that Tu Ro was the 
head of this band of robbers and tell nim the names of the persons who participated 

in the robbery of the sugar refinery owner. The names of the robber generals 

Chin Au, Nam Voi and Sau Bo, who were under the command of Tu Ro, were mentioned; 

Son knew their faces, names and hiding places. He tried to learn more about the 
hiding places of the remaining robber generals and quickly prepared a plan of attack. 
Tu Ro was hiding at the house of Chin Au. However, the other robber generals had 
their own separate hiding places, consequently, their apprehension had to be thoroughly 
planned in order to prevent them from "fleeing in all directions.” He reported his 
plan to his unit and the public security service sent three work teams to various 
Spots reported by him to arrest the robber generals. Son volunteered to arrest Chin 
Au and Tu Ro in Phu Lam. In Phu Lam, there were & persons named Chin Au. Son 
carefully investigated and studied each of them in order to avoid arresting a law- 
abiding citizen. His intelligence and his precise way of working helped Son arrest 
the correct person, confiscating at the house of Chin Au an M16, a carbine, a 45 


pistol and a number of grenades. Tu Ro, a clever and shrewd robber general, sensed 
the activities of Son and fied.

Unwilling to allow the leader of the robbers to escape, Pham Thanh Son silently 
pursued him. He and the other members of his unit stayed up all night and racked 


their brains to predict his possible actions and formulate a plan for intercepting 
him everywhere in order to capture Tu Ro. 


~'ng escaped capture, Tu Ro became increasingly cautious and secretive. He was 
evex. cautious toward the other robbers. This was a new difficulty faced by Son. 
The area of operation and the hiding places of Tu Ro extended across the four 
provinces of An Giang, Kien Giang, Hau Giang and Cuu Long. Tu Ro also had the habit 
of committing crimes in one area and then rapidly moving to another area. The 
search conducted by Son's felony unit at that time was no different than "looking 
for a needle in a haystack.” Son still had trust in the other members of his unit 
and help provided by the people. 


Tu Ro‘s gang looked for every way to conceal the centers of their activity. When they 
stopped moving, they became even more secretive. Pham Thanh Son’s search dragged 

on for a few more months. The towering difficulties he faced did not diminish his 
determination. It was then that he received information from the people: in Vinh 
Thanh Trung Village in Chau Phu District a hoodlum was impersonating a ist lieutenant 
from Military Region 9. He was Le Thanh Tam. Tam had a gang of nearly a dozen 
persons who were impersonating public seuurity and army troops, deceiving the people 
and then robbing them of their property and demanding bribes. Son thought that this 
could be a new mode of operation of Tu Ro‘'s because he was a person who could not 
sit still. Son personally went to the area to learn about the activities of these 
impersonators. Son discovered where they were living and the places where they 
gathered. He decided to secretly approach Le Thanh Tam to determine if he was Tu Ro. 
The meeting between Son and Tam would be a major challenge. Son enthusiastically 
accepted the task and charged forth to the place of danger and difficulty. Son's 
unit closely coordinated with the military control section and the local armed forces 
sent four militiamen armed with pistols and M16's and carrying handcuffs to protect 
Son. From the close look he had at Tam, Son realized that he was not Tu Ro. Son 
and the menbers of the military control section lured Tam into their trap and 
quietly arrested him. Sau Tho and Vo Thanh Son, accomplices of Tam, were also 
trapped. Of interest to Son in this arrest of these persons who were impersonating 
public security and army troops and engaging in fraud was that he knew who Tam 

was. He real name was Binh, a professional hoodlum. Binh was once imprisoned for 
the crime of stealing; he and Tu Ro escaped prison together and was informed by Tu Ro 
of his hiding place. However, when he escaped capture, Tu Ro changed his hiding 
place to a more secret location, which Tam only knew through Tu Ho, a trustworthy 
lackey of Tu Ro. Son forced Tam to tell him the identifying characteristics of Tu Ho 
and then Pham Thanh Son himself infilitrated the band of robbers in order to meet 

Tu Ho. Tu Ho recognized the secret liaison signal and considered Son to be a fellow 
robber. Next, Son mixed in among the lackeys of Tu Ho, eating and sleeping with 
them. Sometimes he had to participate in their activities. However, he maintained 
his pure qualities and never revealed what he was doing. Within the lair of the 
robbers, Son was a brave, courageous soldier who endured hardships at times of greatest 
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challenges. Son detested the darbarious lifestyle of the robbers and the crude, 
foul way they addressed one another but he showed himself to be a mature soldier 
who possessed the virtue of patience. He told himself; "Gold can be mixed in with 
black mud but bdlack mud cannot be mixed in with gold.” The young communist party 
member abhorred the lifestyle of the robbers. He would maintain his pure qualities 
but had to excellently complete his task. 


Through Tu Ho, Son made contact with a person named Van. Van took Son to reet 

Tu Ro at a site where tney frequently met. There, like a camera, Son quickly made 
a mental record of Tu Ro’s face and general appearance. But, an instant after 

Tu Ro appeared, he sensed that vigilance was needed, turned immediately and fled - 
along a path behind the house. Once again, this sly robber general sensed that 
something was not right and quickly disappeared. However, Son still won a victory 
because he learned to recognize Tu Ro in order to prepare himself for the next 
attempt to apprehend him. He trusted in his memory to easily recognize Tu Ro 
anywhere, even in a crowd. 


However, Tu Ro was an obdstinate, arrogant and headstrong robber. As if he were 
intentionally challenging our system, he did not sit quietly but continued to 
commit new murders and robberies. He also had four of his subordinates follow 
Pham Thanh Son in a vain attempt to murder him at any price. 


Only 1 day after he came face to face with Pham Thanh Son, Tu Ro led his gang in a 
robbery at the L. intersection. Son and the other members of his unit, who were 
worried and could not eat or sleep while the residents of the hamlets and towns were 
concerned about the activities of the robbers, immediately launched an investigation 
and apprehended the robbers after pursuing them for 4 days and nights. The unit's 
members knew from the faces of the robbers that they had apprehended Bay Rau and 

Ut Troc, but Tu Ro had managed to escape again. Tu Ro's having changed his methods 
of operation pose) more than a few difficulties to Son and the members of his unit. 
Tu Ro's gang appeared in Can Tho at one time and Rach Gia at another and occasionally 
moved to Long Xuyens after committing a robbery in one area, they would immediately 
move to another area. Knowing this, Son “used the tactics of the enemy to fight 

the enemy.” He devised a plan of not only pursuing and attacking them, but also 
coordinating with other forces to intercept the robbers as they moved from one area 
to another before they had a cnance to commit another robbery. From the statement 
made by the lackeys of Tu Ro, Son leamed important information: Tu Ro had instructed 
a muaber of his subordinates to carry out a robbery and murder in My Hoa Hung Village 
in Lomg Auyen District. As he was following his plan to apprehed Tu Ro, Pham Thanh 
Son had to stop to deal with Tu Ro’s subordinates, to block their criminal hands 

and protect the life and property of the people. How could he prevent this robbery 
witnout revealing his own work? Son took the initiative and apprehended the four 
Tobvers of Tu Ro before they could commit the robbery. This decision of his yielded 
important results. The robbers were prevented from carrying out their plan and the 
families whom they were preparing to rob were protected. The robbers were highly 
confused. They no longer trusted one another. Tu Ro was forced to find an even 
more secret hiding place. Son and the soldiers of his unit spent 21 days and nights 
resoiutely pursuing and apprehending many other robbers; by coordinating with troops 
and local armed forces, the robber general Bach Hai Duong and seven other robbers 
were apprehended, their weapons were confiscated and much property was returned to the 
people. 
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Tu Ro, being more secretive and clever, posed a difficulty to Pham Thanh Son in his 
attempt to pursue and find this robber. However, realizing that “diamond can cut 
diamond," Son looked for a way to force his enemy to appear. He went to the key 
areas in his search and relied upon the help of the people. The public security 
soldiers were supplied with much information on the robbers by the people. They 
learned from a woman who owned a tailoring shop that this band of robbers bought 
clothing at her shop. The An Giang public security soldiers ambushed the robber 
Sau Bo when he arrived at the shop to pick up the clothing his gang had ordered. 
Sau Bo confessed that he did not know Tu Ro’s whereabouts but that he had the tasi 
of bringing Tu Ro's clothing to a trusted accomplice of Tu Ro. On the basis of th’ 
statement made by Sau Bo, Son and the other members of his unit located the site 
where the clothing would be turned over to the robbers; it was the Can Tho Bus 
Depot. The deployment of troops at the shop of Thanh Lam, where Tu Ro would be net, 
to intercept and capture the robber general was thoroughly prepared. Son was present 
there very early and was protected by the other members of his unit. Tu Ro appeared 
wearing glasses and carrying an imitation leather briefcase as though he were a 
cadre going to work. When he entered Thanh Lam’. shop, Tu Ro recognized Pham Thanh 
Son, quickly pulled out a pistol he was hiding, shot at Son and then fled. Son 
quickly evaded the bullet and immediately ran after him. This time, Tu Ro could not 
escape the trap and the careful calculations made by Son. Son stayed close behind 
Tu Ro and waited for hin to emerge from a crowd of passers-by before firing at hin. 
Son’s accurate shot pierced Tu Ro's thigh, causing him to limp and then fall to the 
ground. Tu Ro, the "general of the robber generals,” was apprehended, which struck 
panic and fear among the other members of his gang. Under the command of Son, the 
felony unit launched other searches, arresting and breaking up the largest network 
of robbers remaining from the U.S. period and hundreds of other bands of robbers 
that had disrupted order and security in An Giang and adjacent provinces. The 
stabilized situation surrounding security and order was improved by means of a 
strong, intense movement of the masses to exercise their ownership. The compatriots 
and cadres of the locality saw in Pham Thanh Son a public security soldier who is 
rich in revolutionary spirit and dedication to the task assigned to him by the 
party and the people. 


Pham Thanh Son and the other members of his unit not only wiped out many bands of 
robbers, but also apprenended dozens of gangs and groups of professional thieves, 
discovered and sent for transformation more than 4) persons who operated gambling 
houses, heroin and narcotic addicts and smugglers, reclaimed for the state hundreds 

of ounces of gold and tens of thousands of dong in cash from persons who were 

earning their livings illegally and returned to their compatriots and the state many 
goods and materials and much furniture, thereby setting a bright example of the spirit 
of continuously attacking criminals and protecting socialist property and the lives and 
property of the people. The beauty of Pham Thanh Son's personal qualities was in his 


loyalty, his honesty and his unwillingness to cheaply sell his revolutionary qualities 
for money or gold. 


When his superiors informed him about the "flight" of our gold overseas through the 
hands of speculators and smugglers, Son became extremely indignant. As the head of 
the felony unit, Son asked his superiors to assign him the task of apprehending the 


gold smugglers. Through an investigation, Son and the other members of his unit 
learned that Nguyen Thanh Tan was suspected of being involved in Smuggling on the 











border. However, the case against this person had to be a tight case and the 

report to the upper echelon had to have an accurate conclusion. According to 

initial information obtained in My Long Subward, Tan and his family only supported 
themselves by working as subcontractors for s*tate stores. But certain phenomena 

were occurring on a daily basis in the area that Son could not ignore. He saw many 
strangers arrive in the town of Long Xuyen and secretly enter Tan's house. 
Coordinating with the town’s public security force, he investigated several of the 
strangers but found nothing suspicious. During the investigations he conilucted 
along the border, the chief of the public security service saw about 3,000 boats 

that had come to An Giang from many different places to hold an outdoor market right 
on the river, a market where all sorts of goods were being sold. The existence 

of the outdoor market meant that there were speculators and smugglers there; they 
would buy up the gold and take it from the outdoor market across the border and 

then send it overseas. The task of Son and his unit was to find out who was at the 
head of the smuggling of gold overseas. Son learned through his investigation and 
through his superiors that as many as 9,000 gold rings were being smuggled to Thailand, 
the United States and China each day. The Nguyen Thanh Tan family was one of the 
targets of the investigation being conducted by Pham Thanh Sons felony unit. Son 
organized a secret force, set up an ambush and selected an unsuspecting time to 
apprehend the strangers, when they arrived at the house of Tan. Some of the persons 
who were arrested had evidence on them that proved that they were earning their 
livings illegally, evidence that allowed Son to accurately comclude that Nguyen Thanh 
Tan was the leader of the smugglers who were sending gold overseas. Son set a trap 
and caught Nguyen Thanh Tan, who was carrying enough money to buy 7 ounces of gold. 
The upper echelon gave permission to search the house of Nguyen Thanh Tan. Son 

and five other members of his unit were assigned the task of carrying out this order. 
The search resulted in the confiscation of a rather large quantity of fiber worth 

as much as one-half million dong. The amount of property confiscated was also 
rather large but was not related to the case of "gold flowing overseas.” Unwilling 
to stop there, Son, displaying resourcefulness and a high degree of professionalisn, 
searched every piece of furniture in Nguyen Thanh Tan's house one final time. The 
chest of drawers was brought out and scrutinized. Son noticed that its owner had 
Gesigned it very well: the drawers moved in and out easily and it appeared to be an 
ordinary chest of drawers. However, he found a secret hiding place containing money 
inside the chest. He told the head of the household to pull the bundles of money 
out and place them neatly on the table; Son examined the money and tried to predict 
what Tan's attitude would be toward the authorities. The leader of the gold smigglers 
was very clever. Showing no fear whatsoever, he displayed a resourceful attitude, 

an attitude of trying to win them over. Son sought the opinions of the other comrades 
in his unit, including the opinion of Lam Thanh Sang, who helped him discover that 

a pair of beds used by Tan and his wife were specially designed beds that were beds 


as well as gold storage compartments. Both of the beds were large and filled with 
gold bars; Son counted more than 100 bars. 


The husband and wife pair of smugglers and speculators stared at the faces of the 
young public security soldiers; suddenly, Tan asked to talk with Pham Thanh Son in 
private and suggested that they split the gold in thirds, giving one-third, 60 
ounces, to Son's public security unit so that Son would let him and his wife go. 
son refused to talk with the other members of his unit and drew up a report 
confiscating all of the gold, 5 kilograms, nearly 400 kilograms of fiber and 
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over 30,000 dong in cash; the report clearly stated that the two were charged with 
speculating, smuggling and attempting to bribe a public security cadre. 


On another occasion, Pham Thanh Son arrested a group of frauds and persons who were 
earning their livings illegally. They offered to give him a valuable diazond ring 
and asked him to release them. Son decided to use the valuable and beautiful rim 
to apprehend the remaining members of their gang. They offered hin 6,000 dong, 

a Honda and a watch in bribes but he apprehended all iz of them one after the other. 
On many other occasions, criminals arrested by him have offered him bribes. The 
total amount of money offered to him in bribes has reached 11,000 dong. But neither 
money nor gold can buy Pham Thanh Son, a young public security soldier who possesses 
pure revoiutionary qualities.

CHINESE ACCUSED OF ‘SABOTAGE’ ON WORLD MARKET

[Text/ In order to carry out their scheme of sabotaging our country in every way 
possible, the Beijing expansionists will resort to anything, no matter how malicious 
or braven it might be. Economically, besides sabotaging production, monopolizing 
financial markets and so forth, they also search for every way to discredit our 
export goods and undermine the trade relations between us and other countries. Allow 
me to present one examples 


A number of countries in northern Europe have expressed a liking for some of 
Vietnam's porcélain products. A specialist in the Chinese economic delegation 


asked to meet with the mayor of a northern Buropean city and suggested an expansion 
of trade relations. The mayor asked; 


“What do you need us to sell to you?” 


“Machine Spare parts, electronic components...all of the things you might have to 
sell.” 


“And what do you intend to sell to us?”, asked the mayor. 


As if he had been anticipating this question asked by the mayor, the specialist 
mentioned a host of products and then boldly stated: 


"Yesterday, while walking on your streets, I noticed that you sell very many bowls 
from Vietnam. However, sir, as your ‘close friend,’ I must tell you in all honesty 
that the bowls from Vietnam are not on a par with our bowls. Surely you know that 
our Giang Tay porcelain has been famous for thousands of years. Vietnam's porcelain 
only appeared a few decades ago.” He then took from the briefcase he my carrying 
a Giang Tay porcelain bowl and glibly stated: 


“The quality control on the roundness of the rim and the bowl's thickness, shine and 
durability is very high. If you want, we can decorate the rim to suit you.” 


Aitter thinking for a moment, the mayor asked: 

















“What would we do with the products from Vietnam that we now have in our wmrehouse? 
And what shall we do about the goods that Vietnam is about to send to us under 
another agreement?” Would you not leave us with goods that cannot be marketed? 
Who will cover the losses of the trading companies?” 





"Oh, don’t worry about that. Our government will not let you and your businessmen 
suffer any losses at all. If you do not want to import goods from Vietnam any more, 
we will sell you goods at low prices. If you sell a large quantity, you will not 

only compensate for the money tied up in the goods that cannot be marketed, but will 
also earn a large profit.” 


He stopped talking abruptly and stood up to leave, giving the mayor one word of 
reassurance: 


“Remenber, we will mot let you suffer any losses!” 


Later, the mayor repeated the conversation to a commercial representative of ours 
and said: 


"I know that they (the Chinese) intend to do you harm. But they have made a mistake. 
Although our country has imported their Giang Tay porcelain products, we shall not 
reduce the amount of goods for which we contracted with Vietnam because the people 
of my country have long considered the people of Vietnam to be a dependable trade 
partner.”

NORWEGIAN MINISTER STRAY CRITICIZES VIETNAM ON AID PROJECTS 


Oslo AFTENPOSTEN in Norwegian 14 Jan 82 p 5 


[Excerpts] “The projects Norway is leaving behind in Vietnam are 
working in accordance with their purpose, even though ideally 
they should have worked better than they do. To ensure full 
effectiveness of the projects would necessitate a Norwegian 
presence in Vietnam for years, in conflict with the conditions 
of our aid,” Foreign Minister Svenn Stray said during the 
question period in the Storting yesterday. In the Storting 
Stray did not conceal the fact that Norway's cooperation with 
Vietnam has not been as it had been hoped to be, partly be- 
cause the Vietnamese have had problems with fulfilling their 
part of the obligations. 


The foreign minister was answering a question from Magnar G. Huseby (Conservative, 
Sér-Tréndelag) which directed the searchlight on newspaper articles in VFRDENS 
GANG about the fight against opium cultivation in the "Golden Triangle" and in 
ADRESSEAVISEN about aid to Vietnam. A main point in both newspapers’ reports is 
that Norwegian development aid millions are being thrown away. 


Stray said that the article in VERDENS GANG gave a false picture of Norway's ef- 
forts in Burma in the fight against opium cultivation. He pointed out that the 
opium production in the areas the Burmese government controls have been reduced 
to one-sixth in the course of the last 6 years. Stray said that against the back- 
ground of this positive result Norway is encouraged to continue the aid, and re- 
called that the Storting has appropriated 6 million kroner for further work in 
Burma for next year. 


Things do not look equally positive in Vietnam, even though Stray pointed out that 
the projects Norway has left behind are working according to purpose. Even though 
from the ideal point of view the projects are not working well enough, Stray would 
not agree with the description "thrown-away development aid millions." What is 
specifically involved is a fish-processing plant costing 25 million [kroner]. 
"Within its limitations, NORAD [Norwegian Directorate for Development Aid] will do 
what is necessary for Vietnam to operate the plant itself," Stray said.

[Text] (VNA) The Standing Committee of the Haiphong Municipal Party Committee 
held a conference of key cadres from the whole city to study documents which the 
Party Central Committee will present to the Fifth Party National Congress, and to 
urgently prepare for a congress of all municipal party echelons. 


The conference expressed high unanimity with the draft reports on the way it as- 
sessed the situation, and set forth guidelines and tasks; and has affirmed that 
the party policies decided at the Fourth Party National Congress, have been proved 
correct by production and combat achievements in the past 5 years. All cadres 
have taken additional pride in the city's contribution to the accomplishments of 
the entire nation. At the same time, all echelons, sectors and cadres have also 
clearly seen their responsibilities toward the common undertaking of the party. 


Secretaries of party precinct, district and basic installation committees attend- 
ed training sessions so as to grasp the fundamental contents of these documents, 
and therefore to successfully conduct party congresses at various levels. 


The Municipal Party Committee has directed sectors and echelons to tie the holding 
of party congresses at various levels closely to properly carrying out immediate 
tasks. It has directed party basic instailations to promptly translate party 
views and policies into deeds; to step up the seething mass emulation movement; 

to vigorously and properly carry out the December and annual plans; to finish 
work on the Cau Niem, Cong Gio projects, etc; to produce the best winter-spring 
crop with transplanting exceeding the previous area and keeping on schedule; to 
achieve success in all respects; to properly implement distribution and circula- 
tion; to concentrate forces on stabilizing and ensuring living conditions of work- 
ers and cadres; to complete the issuance of party cards while consolidating or- 
ganizations at the primary level; to build the 1982 plans on stable and solid 
ground; and to make achievements to salute the National Party Congress. 


The cadre affairs committee at the Ministry of Food Industry held a conference 
of cadres from departmental and equivalent levels and higher in Hanoi and Ho Chi 
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Minh City to study, discuss and contribute viewpoints to the Draft Political Report 
and Draft Report on Party Building of the Party Central Committee. 


After studying, discussing and achieving high unanimity on the documents on the 
way they assessed the situation, set forth guidelines and tasks, the participants 
contributed many concrete ideas and expressed their absolute faith in the leader- 
ship of the Party Central Committee and Political Bureau. 


The conference has unanimously agreed with the ministerial cadre affairs committee 
to launch a seething emulation movement within the sector, striving to complete 
the 1981 state plan and preparing most properly for the 1982 state plan, and using 
these achievements as concrete contributions to saluting the Party Congress. 


Recently, the Standing Committee of the Military Commission of the Party Central 
Committee directly asked six units to hold party congresses at the primary level 
ahead of schedule in order to draw experiences.

The main experiences drawn from these pilot 
units are as follows: 


In the first place, preparatory work must be done very properly to enable party 
members to grasp the goals and requirements of party congresses at the primary 
level, paying attention to promoting democracy, raising the concept of responsi- 
bility, and understanding thoroughly the viewpoints of the Central Committee while 
actively contributing ideas to documents which will be presented to the National 
Party Congress. Utmost attention must be paid to training party secretaries and 
those in charge of party congresses, so as they can grasp the goals, requirements 
and fundamental contents of each part of the documents sent down by the Central 
Committee; raise questions which need discussion or clarification; divide the 
allotted time into convenient parts; sum up precisely, clearly, adequately and 
correctly the viewpoints of congresses and party members; and set aside ample 
time for discussion and helping secretaries write up conference proceedings. 


Party secretaries must verbally transmit the documents to party members, creating 
conditions for them to record main ideas in writing tor subsequent discussion at 
the party congress. When considering amendments to the party statute, they must 
produce a copy of the present statute for party members to compare and prepare 
ideas. They must strengthen control of subordinate echelons by higher ones; en- 
sure respect for principles and procedures in holding party congresses at the 
primary level; organize many propaganda and cultural activities in every unit 
with focus on the Party National Congress; step up the emulation movement so as 
to improve the situation at the unit in all respects; pay attention to effective- 
ness, avoiding formalism and wastes; raise combat strength and combat readiness 
of the entire unit. Many units have held conferences of cadres at the levels of 
military region, arms, corps and services and of equivalent units, to discuss the 
Party Central Committee documents.

GUIDELINES GIVEN FOR SELECTING CONGRESS DELEGATES

r & Text_/ Electing delegates to attend the upper echelon congresses is one of the 
tasks of the congress. A good election makes an important contribution to the 
success of the congress and creates a high degree of solidarity and unanimity within 
the party organization. Whereas the dissemination of documents and the debate must 
be thoroughly guided and prepared, so, too, the election of delegates must be 
thoroughly prepared and led in a close, detailed manner, not in a lax manner. 
Recently, in Z153, Group 681 and the Self-Defense Militia Department, only one 
election was needed to elect a sufficient number of delegates for whom a high 
percentage of votes were cast. On the basis of this result, we can reach the 
following conclusions: 


To begin with, it is necessary to thoroughly disseminate delegate standards in order 
to select outstanding comrades who are truly worthy of representing the party 
organization, are absolutely loyal to the party and possess good personal qualities 
and abilities; this time, it is particularly necessary to give attention to 
comrades who possess an unswerving political stand and who are in total agreement 
with and truly understand the lines and viewpoints of the party regarding both 
domestic and foreign affairs. They must be comrades who represent the revolutionary 
spirit and intellect of the party organization, possess knowledge and practical 
ability in their field of activity and are capable of making true contributions to 
the discussion of matters at the upper echelon congress. On the basis of standards, 
it is very important to give attention to insuring the proper makeup of the delegation 
and insuring that it complies with the regulations of the upper echelon. 


it is necessary to fully disseminate election principles and procedures to delegates 
to insure strict compliance with the regulations of the Party Central Committee. 


importance must be attached to allocating time for thoroughly discussing standards 
in order to introduce persons who will serve as truly worthy delegates and provide 
the basis for party members to help one another select candidates and elect delegates 
in a precise and rapid manner. The party committee echelon convening the congress 
must have a projected list of voters which can be introduced when necessary in order

to provide the delegates with a basis for examination. The number of persons who 
place their names in nomination or who are nominated by others must be reasonable so 
that the selection and evaluation process proceeds smoothly; this number should not 
be so large that the votes are too widely divided and the amount of time needed to 


conduct the election is prolonged. Facts have shown that if 10 delegates are being 
elected, the number of candidates should not exceed 12 or 13. 


The ballot verification committee, which consists of the comrades in charge of the 
election, makes an important contribution to the results of the election and to 
deepening the understanding of principles and procedures on the part of party 

members (delegates). Consequently, it is necessary to provide training in advance 

to those comrades who intend to participate in the ballot verification committee and 
to prepare the necessary factors, such as copies of the principles and procedures 
involved, ballots, ballot boxes, the method by which the election will be conducted, 
the list of voters and so forth, so that the election is conducted in exact accordance 


with regulations, with election principles and procedures, conducted rapidly and 
achieves good results.

NEW THREAT TO ECONOMIC RECOVERY

|Text] Ho Chi Minh City (Saigon)--Although certain progress had been made since liberal- 
ization steps--much discussed, moreover, within the communist hierarchy in Hanoi-- 

were taken at the end of 1979, and above all during 1980, the general economic situation 
in Vietnam is poor. The goals set for the 1976-1981 5-year plan, which were illusory, 

as high-ranking officials themselves admitted, were not achieved by a long shot. In- 
dustrial production, except for electricity and cotton thread, increased hardly at 

all. Discouraged, three oil companies, one German, one Italian and one Canadian, 
abandoned their drilling off the South China shore in 1981, one after the other, having 
found nothing. Soviet technicians will take over. 


In the north and central parts of the country the people live poorly, especially in 
Hanoi. The greater part of the population of Ho Chi Minh City is getting by as best 
it can, 2 years after the liberalization of retail trade and small industry. 


But the exception to this rather dark picture is the Mekong Delta, the richest region 
in Vietnam. There the peasants live well and the inhabitants have a standard of living 
which amazes the few Hanoi citizens who have occasion to visit the extreme southern 
portion of Vietnam. 


I have just traveled nearly 700 km by car. I visited three of the nine idelta provinces 
and crossed two others which I visited a few months ago. The first surprise was that 

it takes almost a half an hour in the morning to get out of Ho Chi Minh City, so dense 
is the traffic--buses, trucks, minibuses, private vehicles and motorcycles--in what 

was formerly Cholon, once a Chinese and now a Vietnamese town. On National Highway 4, 
which links Ho Chi Minh City with the delta, private vehicles, easily identified by 

the clothing worn by the passe gers in them, were plentiful, and I soon ceased counting. 
Where does the gasoline come from? This is one of the many mysteries in daily life 

in the southern part of Vietnam. The only explanation to be found is that the practice 
of wangling what one can is widespread. 


lt was the harvest season, which ranges in the delta, depending on the region, from 
December to the end of February. This year the harvest was excellent, and on both 
sides of the road from My Tho the rice fields extend as far as one can see. 


The Sixth Plenum of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Vietnam, held 


in September 1979, and also other steps taken later, in particular Decision No 26 in 
December of 1980, constitute the leitmotiv heard from all the communist officials I 
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met in the delta. “If it were not for the Sixth Plenum, we would be in all kinds 
of trouble,” one of the leaders of the communist party in the province of Ben Tre 
said to me out of the blue. 


Motivating the Peasants 


At the end of March 1978, just as all private trade was suddenly abolished in Ho Chi 
Minh City and in the southern part of Vietnam, the decision designed to collectivize 
agriculture in the Mekong Delta rapidly went into effect. It had disastrous consequences. 
Deprived of any material motivation, the delta peasants, who delivered to the government 
only the strict minimum of paddy rice (unhulled) at the official price of 50 xu (1 dong 
equals 100 xu, or 1.60 fraacs) per kilogram, consuming as much as possible themselves. 
They used it to feed their poultry or even their dogs and sold the rest on the black 
market, in Can Tho, the delta capital, and in the other cities. It should be mentioned 
that the geography of the delta is such, with its thousands of little "rach" (narrow 
streams) and canals sometimes barely 2 meters wide, forming a vast spiderweb, that 

it is impossible to prevent the illegal transportation of paddy rice. Indeed, no 
Vietnamese government has ever succeeded in doing sw. 


The Sixth Plenum of the Central Committee, 18 morihs later, reversed itself without 
making this explicit, with a resolution drafted moreover in vague terms. "We had 
hastily created 3,600 production units," the president of the planning committee for 
the province of Cu Long (Mekong), which includes the former provinces of Vinh Long 
and Tra Vinh, told me in April of 1980. "But we needed 18,000 highly trained cadres, 
and we did not even have one-fourth of that number. The goal between now and the 

end of the year is to consolidate these 3,600 units as much as possible. 


Decision No 26 at the end of 1980, which was also promulgated in vague form, led to the 
purchase of paddy rice from the peasants at market orices. Its effects, felt much 

less in the northern part of the country, where agriculture has long been 95 percent 
collectivized, were considerable in the Mekong Delta, where on an average more than 

85 percent of the peasants are still free. It is no longer a question of 5O xu, but 

a variable price, depending on the season of the year and the region, of between 2 and 
5 dong per kilogram of paddy rice. The peasants are now highly motivated, particularly 
since the state has undertaken to cover transport costs. The 1980-1981 rice harvest 

in the delta was excellent, as was that of the preceding year. But what was collected 
by the government in 1981 exceeded the 1980 collection by 70 percent. 


Another beneficial consequence is that since March 1981 the inhabitants of Ho Chi 

Minh City entitled to rations can collect them fully in rice at the very low price 

of 55 xu per kilogram. As to the people in the private sector, they must buy their 
supplies on the free market at between 5 and 8 dong per kilogram. This year inflation 
has exceeded 65 percent. This is one undesirable aspect of the liberalization reform. 


Ben Tre--Delta Paradise 


The province of Ben Tre has always been one of the most opulent in the delta. The 
coconut groves, covering 30,000 hectares, of which 20,000 were destroyed during the 
war, were replanted 4 years ago, and constitute one of the region's assets, along 
with 10,000 hectares of sugarcane, 7,000 hectares of orchards, and above all, the 
95,000 hectares planted to rice. 








"The collectivized sector is represented by 200 production units employing 7 percent 
of the farmers,” the assistant to the president of the Revolutionary Committee in 

the province of Ben Tre, an economics specialist, told me. "Some 93 percent of the 
peasants are free. Some of them have formed ‘solidarity groups,’ a dozen families 
which aid one another. Thanks to the implementation of Decision No 26, the paddy rice 
collected totaled 300,000 tons in 1981, and since the harvest this year is very good, 
we expect to collect at least 320,000 tons in 1982." 


"The purchase price,” this official went on, “varies from 2.5 to 3.5 dong per kilogram. 
Moreover, the peasants also receive 15 liters of free gasoline, in addition to the 
agreed price, for every ton over the established 10 to be delivered to the state. 

Out of a total of 800 tractors, 600 belong to the state and 200 to private enterprises. 
One harvest is gathered over an area of 50,000 hectares. A second harvest, and sometimes 
a third, is collected from the other 45,000 hectares of rice fields. We have rice 
enough for the province, but not enough to supply other regions in Vietnam." 


The prosperity of the countryside leads to prosperity in the towns. Ben Tre has 60,000 
inhabitants. There are far more vehicles than in Hanoi, the capital of Vietnam, and 
the large number of pawnshops are quite well supplied. The weak point is the poor 
condition of the streets--it is the same in all the delta provinces, with the exception 
of National Highway 4. 


To get from Ben Tre to the province of Dong Thap, one must take the My Tho ferry again. 
It is crowded, with trucks and cars waiting in line, from 6 amon. The trip to Cao 

Lanh takes one through Sadec, a large, straggling, sleepy town of 10,000 located 25 km 
to the west of Vinh Long. The scenery along the Mekong is superb. At the edge of 

Sadec there is a little church being rebuilt. There are 7,000 Catholics in the district. 
Formerly Sadec was the capital of a province in which the easy life was legendary. 

It continues to be the seat of the administrative department of the province of Dong 
Thap, whose capital, Cao Lanh, is difficult of access. The road leading to it from 
Sadec is but a very poor route rife with potholes. 


The province of Dong Thap, with 339,000 hectares and a population of 1.2 million, 
includes the former provinces of Sadec and Kien Phong. The latter includes a part 

of the "Plain of Rushes,” which is covered with brackish water and is not cultivated. 
The development of 500,000 hectares of the Plain of Rushes on the basis of a study 
made by the Mekong Committee about 15 years ago would have required $500 million at 
the time, a figure which would now have to be doubled at least. But there is new 
charge for dreaming.... 


"Some 230,000 out of the 260,000 hectares which can be cultivated are planted to crops, 
distributed into two zones,” Mr Bay Bong, the provincial economics expert, told me. 

"The first zone covers 100,000 hectares which are very fertile, thanks to the alluvial 
deposits between the Mekong and Bassac rivers. A second harvest is gathered over 

45,000 of these hectares, thanks to the use of seed which matures rapidly, but we 

are having difficulties because of the fertilizer shortage. The second zone, comprising 
60,000 hectares of acid soil, 30,000 of which has not yet been planted, is used for 

wet rice cultivation, which produces a mediocre yield, again due to the fertilizer 
shortage.” 


"The total production of paddy rice,” Mr Bay Bong went on, "came to 500,000 tons during 


the 1980-1981 harvest, which did not fully cover the needs of the province. The estimates 
for the season which has just begun come to 620,000 tons.” 
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Finally, bringing the collectivization situation up to date, Mr Bay Bong said: "As 

of the end of 1978 we had 384 production units, a figure which has now been reduced 

to 130. The free peasants account for 86 percent of the farmers. We have 700 tractors, 
200 of them belonging to the state, including 40 Renaults, while 500 are privately 
owned. 


The South Vietnamese Rice Basket 


The route from Sadec to Can Tho leads to Vinh Long. The central market, the area 
of which has tripled in 18 months, bears witness to the prosperity of the town and 
the adjacent countryside in the province of Cuu Long. 


Can Tho, the capital of the province of Hau Giang, has 220,000 inhabitants. In the 
city, built along the Bassac River, traffic is lively and hundreds of mopeds serve 
clients along the main arteries. The cost of a ride, for a Vietnamese, is from 5 
to 20 dong, depending on the distance, or 1 to 4 days’ wages for a well-paid "can 
bo" (administrative employee). 


Private trade in Can Tho is substantial, with thousands of shops with which about 
a hundred state stores attempt to compete. The main city market, on the banks of 
the Bassac, extends over a kilometer, five stalls deep. Prices are very high. 


The province of Hau Giang, which also includes two former provinces, Can Tho and Soc 
Trang, is the main rice basket for the southern part of Vietnam. With a population 
of 2.2 million, it covers 600,000 hectares, of which 370,000 are planted to rice. 


"There are few difficulties in the Can Tho region, where sweet water is abundant and 
the 220,000 hectares of rice fields are very fertile," the economics official for 
the province of Hau Giang told me. 


During the 1980-1981 season, the Mekong Delta produced 5,000,300 tons, or about half 
the total production for Vietnam. According to the official figures, collectivization 
is complete in only 30 of the 1,X°0 communes in the delta. 


The relative prosperity of the province in the extreme southern part of Vietnam as 
compared to the rest of the country is obvious. But it .s threatened. In fact, some 
communist leaders in Hanoi are firmly opposed to what is called in the Mekong Delta 
the "pause along the path to socialism.” 


However, it is very clear that the liberalization steps at the end of 1979 and during 
1980 produced the very beneficial consequences I observed. [It will not be known until 
after the Fifth Congress of the Communist Party of Vietnam, scheduled for this coming 
March, whether these measures will be legalized, as the pragmatists hope, or abolished, 
in the name of pure, hard-line socialism, as the dogmatists would have it.

1981 INCREASES IN AGRICULTURE REPORTED

the Winter-Spring Production Task Well" / 


[Text] Recently, in Hanoi, the Ministry of Agriculture met with the vice chairmen 
in charge of agriculture of the people's committees of the northern provinces and 
cities and related departments, institutes and schools in order to make a 
preliminary evaluation of the agricultural situation in 1981 and the 1981 winter 
production situation and discuss ways to provide concerted guidance to insure that 
the 1982 winter-spring production season is a major success. On behalf of the 
agriculture sector throughout the country, Nguyen Ngoc Triu, member of the Party 
Central Committee and minister of agriculture, launched the 1982 productive labor 
emulation movement, which will focus in the immediate ‘future on insuring the success 
of winter-spring crop production, thereby recording a practical achievement in 
celebration of the 5th Congress of the Party. 


Generally speaking, in 1981, the agricultural production of our country underwent 
important changes following the succcess of the winter-spring production season and 
the good harvest recorded by the entire country in the 10th month season. 


Grain output for the entire year exceeded 15.1 million tons, an increase of 600,000 
tons compared to 19680; paddy production equalled 12.57 million tons and increased by 
920,000 hectares compared to 1980; the output of subsidiary food crops, in paddy 
equivalent, equalled 2.53 million tons, a reduction of 220,000 tons compared to 1980; 
soybean production increased from 48,000 to more than 770,000 hectares and soybean 
output increased from 33,000 to 60,000 tons, the output of peanuts increased by 9.6 
pereent, sesame by 11.2 percent, rushes by 5.5 percent, jute by 1.4 percent and so 
forth. 


Compared to 1980, a new stage of development was ‘reached in livestock productions 
there were 10,457,000 hogs, an increase of 4.56 percent, 2.376 million buffalo, an 
increase of 2.74 percent, and 1.761 million head of cattle, an increase of 6.31 percent; 


the hog, buffalo and cattle herds in the household sector increased rather 
Significantly.

As regards the 1962 production task, the entire country must endeavor to cultivate 
7.26 million hectares of grain with a grain output for the entire year of 16.5 
million tons; these figures include 13.5 million tons of paddy, 3 million tons of 
subsidiary food crops, in paddy equivalent, 330,000 hectares under the cultivation 
of food crops and 571,000 hectares under the cultivation of industrial and fruit 
crops. We must continue to accelerate the development of livestock production and 
raise 11 million hogs, 2.45 million buffalo, 1.77 million head of cattle and 

74% million fowl and produce 583,000 tons of pork, live weight. 


The winter-spring production season occupies a very important position both in 

crop production and livestock production and is the season that opens the way for 
victory for the entire year. However, winter crop production encountered major 
difficulties as a result of the weather and the negative influence of a number of 
price policies, consequently, low results were achieved. The amount of area under 
the cultivation of winter and early spring crops this year is only 300,000 hectares. 


The conferees discussed and emphasized the basic matters and the measures on which 


close guidance must be focused in the coming period in order to achieve success in 
the winter-spring season. 
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CROP PRODUCTION INCREASES IN CENTRAL HIGHLANDS

[ VNA News Release: "Five Years of Grain Production in the Central Highlands: the 
Amount of Area Under the Cultivation of Grain and Grain Output Have Increased; 
Nearly 300 Kilograms of Grain Per Capita Produced in 1980" 7 


lf Text_/ The Central Highlands is one of the seven important agro-forestry economic 
zones of our country. 


Today, for the first time, the Central Highlands has put an end to the chronic 
hunger of the ethnic minorities, having increased the per capita consumption of grain 
from 264.6 kilograms in 1976 to 298.3 kilograms in 1980 despite an annual population 
growth rate of 5.25 percent, 2.75 percent of which is mechanical. As a result, the 
quantity of grain sent by the central level to this area declined from 50,000 tons 

in 1976 to 16,000 tons in 1980. 


The opening of new land to cultivution has yielded good results. During the past 5 
years (1976-1980), the entire area cleared or restored to production 165,000 hectares 
and put 140,000 hectares into production, more than 30,000 hectares of which have 
been developed into rice paddies. 


The Central Highlands has increased the amount of area under the cultivation of wet 
rice from 114,000 hectares in 1975 to 150,000 hectares in 1960; the amount of area 
under the cultivation of subsidiary food crops from 36,000 hectares in 1975 to 

100,000 hectares in 1980; and the amount of area under the cultivation of perennial 
industrial crops from 6,000 hectares in 1976 to 29,000 hectares in 1980, thereby 
making an important contribution to increasing the amount of area under the cultivation 
of these crops from 161,000 hectares in 1975 to 320,000 hectares in 1980. 


Grain output has increased from nearly 149,000 tons in 1975 to 242,000 tons in 1960. 
The region's yearly output of rice increased from 12.1 quintals per hectare in 

1975 to 15.6 quintals per hectare in 1980. The yield of winter-spring rice has 
exceeded the yield of 10th month rice. Over the past 5 years, the yield of winter 
Spring rice has averaged 19.5 quintals per year and the yield of 10th month rice 
has averaged 13.4 quintals per hectare. The yield of 10th month rice is low 
primarily because dry land rice fields still constitute 73 percent of the land used 
to raise rice and yields from 10 to 11 quintals per hectare. 
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All three provinces within the region have increased their grain output rather 
rapidly. Gia Lai-Kontum's output increased by 37,000 tons between 1976 and 1960, 
Dac Lac’s increased by 41,000 tons and Lam Dong's increased by 24,000 tons. 


Every province and district has villages, cooperatives and production collectives 
that have performed good water conservancy work in coordination with establishing 
fields, expanding the amount of area under the cultivation of new varieties, using 
much fertilizer, planting on schedule and so forth, thereby achieving high yields. 
The Dien Ban Cooperative (Ban Me Thuot City), which consists entirely of persons from 
Dien Ban District in Quang Nam-Da Nang Province, transplanted 90 hectares of IR.20 
rice during the 1979-1950 winter-spring season and recorded a yield of 50 quintals 
per hectare, with 3 hectares yielding 70 quintals per hectare The An Phu Cooperative 
in Pleiku City transplanted 300 hectares and recorded an average yield of 36 quintals 
per hectare. The Dien Binh Cooperative in Dac To District transplanted 10 hectares 
during the 1979-1960 winter-spring season and achieved a yield of 70 quintals per 
hectare. The Bac Hiep and Hiep Thach Cooperatives in Duc Trong District in Lam Dor 
Province produced 60 quintals per hectare pez season on their high yield rice fields. 


The production of sudsidlary food crops has developed rather rapidly in terms of both 
the amount of area under cultivation and oitput. The region has increased the amount 
of area under the cultivation of subsidiary food crops from 3,700 hectares in 1975 

to 103,200 hectares in i198), which represe.its an annual rate of increase of 23 percent. 
Subsidiary food crop output, in paddy equivalent, has increased from 68,500 tons in 
1975 to 207,000 tons in 1950, an annual rate of increase of 24.75 percent. 


The production of the main subsidiary food crops, cassava, corn and sweet potatoes, 
has also increased in terms of both the amount of area under cultivation and output. 
Cassava occupies a special position, constituting 51.2 percent of the entire region's 
subsidiary food crop output, in paddy equivalent; corn constitutes 27 percent and 


sweet potatoes constitute 20 percent of total subsidiary food crop output, in paddy 
equivalent. 


The amount of area under the cultivation of the various food crops has increased 
from 6,000 hectares in 1975 to 11,500 hectares in 1960. The output of the various 
types of beans has increased rapidly, from 600 tons in 1975 to 6,000 tons in 1980. 


The potential for developing the production of grain and the intensive cultivation of 
rice and subsidiary food c;‘ops in the Central Highlands is still very large. Rice 
and subsidiary food crop yields, although they have increased rather rapidly, are 
still low. 


Crop yields are low primarily because water conservancy work has not met the 
requirements of intensive cultivatior; only 75 percent of the area planted with 
winter-spring crops and 19 percent of the area planted with 10th month crops are 

well irrigated. Practically all of the land used to raise rice in the Central 
Highlands is acidic but little has been done to improve the soil. A complete systen 
of vareities has not been established, many varieties have degenerated and a precise 
allocation of varieties for each region and each season has not been established. The 
implementation of the technical regulations governing intensive cultivation is not 
Strict, especially with regard to planting seasons and cultivation. 
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In the face of the requirements of the new task, Dac Lac, Gia Lai-Kontum and 
Lam Dong Provinces will, in the coming years, beginning with 1962, focus their 
efforts on bringing about a change in agricultural production and endeavor to 
resolve the grain, food and fiber problems in order to meet the need for food, 


meet part of the need for clothing and supply grain to the persons coming to build 
new economic zones and work with the locality to develop the potentials that lie 


in its soil, thereby eventually contributing more and more agricultural products to 
meet the needs of domestic consumption and exportation.

GOOD WINTER-SPRING CROP URGED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 12 Dec 81 p 1 
[Editorial: “Have the Best Winter-Spring Crop") 


[Text] Winter-spring cultivation is being stepped up with revolutionary impetus 
and high determination. 


Preparation for a number of material and technical conditions has been completed 
ahead of schedule and with realistic efficiency. In general, various kinds of 
needed and dependable rice varieties are in sufficient supply. Water reserves are 
abundant. Many kinds of agricultural implements and bovines for plowing have been 
acquired. The system of product contracting in production units has achieved 
another step forward. Preliminary results of the 10th-month crop have been as- 
sessed in many localities, and experiences are being used to promote winter-spring 
planting. With this season, the localities begin planning and building zones of 
high-*eld rice. 


Aside from these positive and favorable aspects, winter-spring production still 
faces flaws and substantial difficulties. In a system of interrelated technical 
measures, the two weakest iinks could--if improperly handled--impair the rest 

of the chain. These are slow plowing and harrowing, falling behind the sowing- 
transplanting schedule, and poor fertilization, unable to meet intensive farming 
norms. Delayed tilling leads to the situation of seedlings waiting for the soil 
to be ready, to the forced use of aged seedlings and to delayed transplanting, 
while hasty tilling prior to spring transplanting gives *he soil insufficient 
time to dry up and aerate. On the average, just over 3 tons of stable manure are 
being provided for each hectare, although intensive farming requirements on the 
entire area are higher than those of previous years, and although high-yield 
zones have begun to expand. Moreover, preventive steps must be taken against 
external conditions not favorable to production. According to forecasts, this 
season may experience prolonged periods of penetrating cold weather. Brown leaf- 
hoppers and a number of harmful insects, already seen on seedlings, may end up 
multiplying and damaging the rice. 


To ensure a successful production season, right at the beginning the localities 
must carry out a comprehensive plan in the fields of technique, organization, 
mat.:gement, policies, etc., along with practical and synchronized measures, aimed 








at exploiting existing advantages to the maximum, adequately preventing and stand- 
ing ready to confront the worst. 


Each unit must review its own plans thoroughly, and right now, must strike a 
balance between seedling supplies, draft power capabilities and the area to be 
transplanted so as to ensure tilling, sowing and transplanting on the entire area 
and in line with technique. To maximize the use of existing mechanized plows 

and harrows and of the animal draft force, rental rates for mechanized plows 

must be rationally set, ensuring interest for both sides--lessee unit and lessor 
unit. 


Fertilizers still are in very short supply. The agricultural supply sector must 
ensure that inorganic fertilizer is shipped to basic production installations in 
adequate quantities, on schedule, and in accordance with plan norms, putting an 
end to delayed and behind-the-schedule deliveries. Production units must launch 
a strong and widespread movement to most properly exploit, process, and utilize 
organic fertilizer sources, especially various kinds of stable manure and duck- 
weed. 


Strains and seedlings often encounter difficulties resulting from unusual weather 
changes. Preventive measures must be taken to cope with prolonged warm, or cold, 
or overcast weather, so as to ensure adequate seed paddy and seedling supplies 

of dependable quality for transplanting the entire area and on schedule. 


As agricultural production displays new impetus and development momentum, the 


localities and related sectors must do their best to turn the winter-spring crop 
into a big success with which to salute the Fifth Party Congress.

NAM BO PROVINCES STEP UP PLANTING OF NON-RICE CROPS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 7 Jan 82 p 3 


LArticle: "Competing to Achieve Accomplishments to Celebrate the Fifth Party 
Congress: Nam Bo Provinces Plant Vegetables and Subsidiary Food Crops 50 Percent 
More Rapidly Than During Previous Season” | 


[Text | As of 25 December 1961 the provinces of the former Nam Bo area had planted 
169,700 hectares of winter-spring rice and had attained 39.4 percent of the area 
plan, which was slower than the same period last year. The provinces and municipal- 
iifes with planting rates more rapid than last year were Cuu Long, 262.3 percent; 
Lam Dong, 215.5 percent; Thuan Hai, 148 percent; Tay Ninh, 122.4 percent; Dong Nai, 
113 percent; Dong Thap, 103.3 percent; and Ho Chi Minh City,103 percent. 


The provinces of the Mekong Delta, which have large winter-spring rice areas, are 
encountering problems beecause this year the rainy season ended late, there was 
heavy rain during the first 10 days of December, the 10th month rice ripened late, 
and the water in the fields receded slowly, which slowed planting. The localities 
are concentrating all facilities on rapidly draining water from the fields by 
employing all means to enable the water to flow by gravity to the rivers and using 
our country's system of drainage pumps, in order to obtain land for planting and go 
all-out to fulfill the area plan for planting 1961-1962 winter-spring rice. 


The winter-spring plantings are developing well. Insects and diseases -- principal- 
ly stem borers, pod borers, and brown leaf spot disease -- which began to appear on 
an area of more than 14,000 hectares of rice wer detected early. The provinces of 
Tien Giang, Long An, and Dong Thap prepared insecticides and sprayers am promptly 
saved the fields. 


During the present winter-spring season the Nam Bo provinces rapidly planted vege- 
tables arf Suvsta@iary food crops and short-term industrial crops. They planted 
4,558 nectares of corn, nearly 6,000 hectares of sweet potatoes, 6,200 hectares of 
manioc, 6,300 hectares of vegetables of the various kinds, and more than 3,800 
hectares of beans of the various kinds. The planting rates of such short-term in- 
dustrial crops as soybeans, peanuts, jute, and such were more rapid than last year.

BOVINE POPULATION STATISTICS GIVEN

[Article: "Agriculture in 1981: Nationwide Buffalo Population Increases by 
63,000 Head Over Last Year, Exceeds Plan by 2.43 Percent; Cattle Population In- 
creases by 100,000 Head, Exceeds Plan by 6.05 Percent") 


{Text} Im 1981, the bovine population has rapidly increased in various regions 
and zones. 


According to preliminary reports of the Statistics General Department, as of 

l October the nationwide buffalo population is 2,376,000 animals, 63,000 up froa 
last year (amounting to a 2.74 percent increase), exceeding plan norms by 2.43 
percent. As for draft buffaloes alone, the number is 1,623,000, up 3.79 percent 
from last year. The draft buffalo population in the south has increased faster 
in pace than that in the north--up 6.41 percent from last year. 





Nationwide, there are 1,761,000 head of cattle, up 100,000 from last year (amount- 
ing to a 6.31 percent increase), exceeding plan norms by 6.05 percent (including 
761,000 draft animals, representing a 3.35 percent increase). 


Due to a policy encouraging livestock raising, the localities have focused on de- 
veloping the population of both bovines for work and bovines for breeding so as 
to increase draft power and food. A number of provinces and cities have promptly 
stamped out epidemics of Pasteurellosis, foot and mouth disease and anthrax, re- 
ducing bovine casualties to a low level. Song Be Province has 32,347 buffaloes 
and 23,242 head of cattle, up il percent from last year. By dev*loping bovine 
husbandry in nearly all districts, Song Be has noticeably increased the source 

of draft power, and as a result, villages in the new economic zone of Dong Phu 
District have been able to open up new lands and bring them into cultivation. 
Phuoc Long District has striven to add 700 buffaloes to its herd next year, con- 
tributing to the plan of expanding the wet rice area. 


Nearly all northern agricultural cooperatives have contracted out bovine raising 
to families and laborers, and encouraged cooperative members to properly care for 
bovines for work and raise bovines for breeding. By using many flexible and cor- 
rect forms and measures in rice product contracting, many cooperatives and member 
families have acquired more bovines and increased the annual number of bovines 
for breeding, with a view to meeting draft power requirements with local means, 
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and ensuring tilling and intensive cultivation on schedule and in a synchronized 
fashion. Ha Bac is a province with a good bovine husbandry movement; at the same 
time, it has many experiences in bovine management (each basic production installa- 
tion has a guidance committee in charge of protecting and caring for bovines dur- 
ing the winter months). This year, Ha Bac has 119,610 buffaloes, up 2 percent 
from last year, and 14,862 head of cattle, a 18.2 percent increase. Vinh Phu has 
94,623 buffaloes, up 1.8 percent from last year, while its cattle population has 
exceeded plan norms by 6 percent and increased by 11 percent over last year. The 
growth rate of the buffalo population for breeding is not steady in 6 Red River 
Delta provinces, where bovine husbandry contracting still is at its initial stage, 
and in consequence, the total bovine population is down 0.5 percent from last 
year; however, the draft buffalo herd hes increased by 1.7 percent. The draft 
buffalo population in the provinces and cities of Hanoi, Haiphong, Hai Hung and 

Ha Nam Ninh has increased from 1.5 to 4.8 percent. Due to a rapid increase in 

the draft buffalo population, agricultural cooperatives engaged in product con- 
tracting have overcome difficulties in tilling land to ensure that the year's two 
rice crops were sowed and planted on the entire area and at the best possible 
time. In Ha Son Binh the total buffalo population has increased by 2.2 percent, 
while its draft buffalo herd has increased by 2.8 percent. The growth of the 
butfalo population in three provinces of former Zone 4 is more rapid: Thanh Hoa 
with 1.09 percent (draft animals, 2.5 percent), Nghe Tinh with 7.63 percent (draft 
animals, 11.1 percent), and Binh Tri Thien with 3.54 percent (draft animals, 5.9 
percent). 


A policy concretely encouraging bovine husbandry and a rational management form 
have created a new incentive, urging peasants to raise more bovines for work. The 
buffalo population in the family sector has increased by 7.62 percent, while the 
cattle population has increased by 8.88 percent as compared with last year. 


To enable the bovine population to develop evenly in terms of quantity and quality, 
and of draft and breeding, in 1982 and the following years, many localities have 
taken measures to overcome pastureland overcrowding, to fully use reclaimed land 
for planting more grass, to build reserves of veterinary drugs for preventing 
bovine diseases, and to limit and eventually stamp out the phenomena of uncon- 
trolled slaughter and theft of bovines from collectives and cooperative member 
families.

CONFERENCE HELD ON APPLICATION OF PIECEWORK AND BONUSES 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 10 Jan 82 pp 1,4 


| VNA News Release: “Expand the Forms of Paying Salaries Based on Piecework and 
Bonuses in State Agricultural, Forestry, Fishing, Water Conservancy, and Rubber 
Production Units” | 


| Text | Recently, in Hanoi the Council of Ministers convened a conference to pre- 
liminarily recapitulate the implementation of the forms of paying salaries based on 
piecework or output and the use of bonuses in state agricultural, forestry, fishing, 
water conservancy, and rubber production units; help the localities and production 
units exchange and study experiences; make progress in resolving some of the pro- 
blems in management; create a strong transformation in order to attain effective 
commercial dealings and cost accounting; launch a seething emulation movement in the 
state installations; and achieve accomplishments to celebrate the Fifth Party 
Congress. The Ministers of agriculture, Water Conservancy, and Maritime Products, 
and representatives of the Rubber General Department, of a number of relevant pro- 
vincial and municipal sectors, and a number of state production units of the above- 
mentioned sectors, participated in the conference. 


Comrade Vo Chi Cong, a member of the Political Bureau of the VCP Central Committee 
and Chairman of the Council of Ministers, presided over the conference. 


In 191, in addition to guiding the expansion of the implementation of the contract- 
ing-out of output to workers in agricultural cooperatives and production collec- 
tives, the Council of Ministers decided to e the forms of piecework and bonuses 
in the state production and commercial units (Decision No 26-CP, dated 21 January 
1981). The contracting-out of output in the agricultural cooperatives and produc- 
tion collectives became a strong, seething mass movement, an important factor in as- 
suring the all-round victory of agricultural production in 1961. 


Although many bases have done a good job of implementing the forms of piecework 
Salaries and bonuses in state production units, that implementation is not uniform 
and has not yet become a seething mass movement. 


In the agricultural sector, at present about half of the state bases have imple- 
mented piece work salaries and bonuses. The state bases directly under the Minis- 
try of Agriculture (the poultry, vegetables and fruit, and breeding hog corpora- 
tions) have broodly implemented contracting-out. In the provinces of Vinh Phu, 
Thanh Hoa, Ha Bac, Hai Phong, and Nghe Tinh, and Ho Chi Minh City, many bases have 
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applied the piecework salary form in many sectors and trades. A number of units 
have begun to attain good results in contracting-out short-term crops, such as the 
Trieu Son Rice Seedstock Station in Thanh Hoa and the Minh Ha and Song Hau state 
farms in the Mekong Delta; in contracting-out+ long-term crops, such as the Dong Nai 
Rubber Corporation, the Dong Giao state farm in Ha Nam Ninh, the Moc Chau state 
farm in Son La, and the 3.2 and Tay Hieu state farms in Nghe Tinh; in animal hus- 
bandry, such as the Dong Trieu state farm in Quang Ninh, the Tam Dao state farn 

in Vinh Phu, the Thanh To state farm in Hai Phong, and the Central Poultry Corpora- 
tion; and in mechanized soil preparation, such as the Quynh Phy tractor station in 
Thai Binh, the Tan Hiep and Chau Thanh tractor stations in Dong Thap, the Chau Phu 
tractor station in An Giang, the Gia Rai tractor station in Minh Hai, etc. Due to 
the paying of piecework salaries, the labor time of cadres and workers has in- 
creased by about 30 percent in comparison to the past, production has developed, 
and the yields, output, and quality of crops and livestock have clearly improved. 


The three benefits have received attention. According to a preliminary review by 
he Ministry of Agriculture, state profits have increased an average of 30 percent 
and the incomes of cadres and workers have increased 60 percent and have in some 
places doubled. The bases which have carried out contracting-out relatively well 
have ended deficits and become profitable or have made higher profits. At the Trieu 
Son rice seedstock state on in Thanh Hoa rice yields for both seasons increased by 
14 quintals over 1960 and surpassed the plan norm by 8 quintals. Production costs 
per kilogram of paddy declined by 10 percent and labor productivity increased by 70 
percent in comparison to the norm. The station did not have to hire 2,500 seasonal 
workdays, as in the past. The station as a whole was awarded bonuses of 29,000 dong 
during the 5th month-spring season and turned over profits of 17,000 dong. During 
the 10th month season it received bonuses of 50,000 dong and turned over profits 
double those of the 5th month-spring season. The Dong Trieu state farm in Quang 
Ninh has implemented contracting out for many years. Although its contracting out 
is not yet complete, it has contributed to increasing the number of sows from 300 
to 900, the special grade and grade No 1 sows from 32 percent to % percent, the 
number of litters per year from 1.52 to 1.79, the ratio of surviving pigs from 74 
percent to 82 percent, and the weight of weaned pigs from 49.92 kilograms to 58.48 
kilograms, etc. The average monthly income of cadres and workers is 160 dong (in- 
cluding allowances). 


The Quynh Phu tractor station in Thai Binh has stabilized its area of operation, 
machines, tractor drivers, tractor dispatchers, workers, and fuel according to 
norms. The cooperative regulated the use of the tractors, directly alloted fuel to 
the tractor drivers, and tied in the results of mechanized soil preparation with 
the final output of the cooperative. As a result, during the 40-day soil prepar- 
tion season one tractor worked 120 cultivated hectares and #8 standard hectares. 
The use of fuel has declined by .5 kilograms in comparison to the common norm in the 
plowing of a standard hectare, and has declined by 2.61 dong in comparison to the 
planned production costs. 


The Tan Thanh unit (at the Tay Hieu state farm, Nghe Tinh Province) accepted a plan 
to produce 350 tons of oranges, contracted out 436 tons to workers, surpassed the 
plan norm by 212 tons, and more than doubled the unit's 1980 orange output. Due to 
the contracting-out of a fixed number of trees to workers, after only a yeara 
preliminary evaluation showed that the orange grove had improved visibly, and the 
number of good and rather good trees increased from 4,679 to nearly 16,000. 








At the rubber state farms, due to the application of contracting-out and bonuses, 
clear progress has been made in planting rubber trees and harvesting latex. Be- 
cause it did a good job of contracting out, in 1979 and 1960 the Cam My state 
farm surpassed the production plan norm by 100 tons of dry latex, the workers’ 
incomes increased, and their living conditions were stabilized and gradually 
improved. Every year Miss Pham Thi Lien of the Lec Binh state farm has attained 
more than five tons of dry latex and surpassed the assigned norm by more than 2.5 
tons. Due to good contracting-out, during recent years the Dong Nai Rubber 
Corporation has planted more than 10,000 hectares. 


In the forestry sector, about 40 percent of the state farms contract out to one 
degree or another. All of the forestry-industry combines, corporations, state 
forests, and enterprises of the Ministry of Forestry implement contracting-out. 
Outstanding with regard to contracting-out and bonuses in afforestation are the 
Huong Khe state forest in Nghe Tinh and the Tan Phong and Tuyen Binh state forests 
in Ha Tuyen, and with regard to lumbering there is the Con Cuong state forest 

in Nghe Tinh, the Tu Ly state forest in Ha Son Binh, etc. Due to contracting-out 
and bonuses, many state farms have increased labor productivity by from 100 to 250 
percent. The Tu Ly state farm contracts out the output of each type of product in 
accordance with the principle of dividing up among the workers, including the 
management cadres, of the state farm what is left over after deducting total 
expenses (including the sums turned over to the state). As a result, average Jabor 
productivity has increased by 48 percent over the past, and the volume of con- 
tracted-out production has increased 200 percent. The state farm surpassed it 
annual norm by 5 percent, reduced its production costs by 6 percent, and increased 
profits by 9.2 percent in comparison to the plan norm. Capital accumulation in- 
creased by 3.2 percent and the workers’ incomes increased by 60 percent over the 
fime prior to contracting-out and increased by 40 percent over their basic salaries. 
The Huong Khe state farm in Nghe Tinh contracted out to groups of workers the 

final output in each phase and in each forest lot and sector. Asa result, in 
1961 average labor productivity in afforestation increased by 12 percent, produc- 
tion costs per afforested hectare declined by 5 percent, the cost of tending a 
hectare of forest declined by 7 percent, and the ratio of surviving trees was 90 to 
105 percent of the stipulated norm. The state form surpassed its profit norm by 
20 percent, the enterprise profit increased by 9 percent, ami the income of workers 
increased by an average of 130 percent in contrast to the pre-contracting out 
period (1980). 


In the maritime products sector, all of the production bases, especially the fish- 
ing installations, have positively implemented the contracting-out of output and 
have attained a number of good results. Representative are the Con Dao Fishing 
Enterprise and the Quang Nam-Da Nang Fishing Enterprise. The Con Dao Fishing 
Enterprise contracts out final output to small groups on boats and during trips to 
sea. The workers are carefully selected, their resposibilities are specifically 
determined, and all production, plan, and service activities are contracted out. 
The enterprise specifically allots materials, fuel, expenses, etc., that are tied 
in with the production costs of the final output, and at the same time pays at- 
tention to the ide *1 task and to building the new mass. Therefore, con- 
sciousness of organis...on and discipline, sense of responsibility, and spirit of 
socialist cooperation within the units and among the units have been strengthened. 
The enterprise increased the productivity of a fisherman from 14 tons in 1977 to 
32.7 tons in 191. The output cf fish, which was 667 tons in 1976, increased to 
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more than 14,000 tons in 1980 and 22,000 tons in 1961. The three benefits in- 
creased rapidly; especially, the benefit of the workers received ample attention 
and reproduction was rapidly expanded. The Quang Nam-Da Nang Fishing Enterprise 
contracts out norms with bonuses for each fishing boat and each trip to sea. After 
production expenses are deducted, the workers receive 60 percent of the fish caught 
in excess of the norm, those serving ashore receive 10 percent, and the rest is 
turned over to the state and the enterprise furd. In comparison to the first 6 
months of 1980, during the first 6 months of 1961 the enterprise increased its 
output three-fold, its labor productivity from 1.75 tons to 4.67 tons, and the 
workers’ income from 89 dong per month to 223 dong. 


In the water conservancy sector, about 40 percent of the units directly under the 
Ministry have implemented contracting-out. Water Conservancy Construction Corpora- 
tion No 6 of the Ministry of Water Conservancy contracts out entire small projects 
or part of a large project to individual production units. The indirect elements 
receive 12 percent of the salary and bonus money of the corporation. Asa result, 
in 1961 the corporation attained 110 percent of the plan assigned it. During the 
first 9 months of 1961 the productivity of a construction worker was 22,000 dong, 
an increase of 112 percent over the entire year 1960. The corporation saved 450 
more tons of fuel than required by the state norm. The salary of a cadre or worker 
increased from 80 dong in 1960 to 295 dong in 1961. The Bac Song Ma Water Con- 
servancy Corporation in Thanh Hoa contracts out norms with bonuses to individual 
workers in accordance with four standards: project management that assures the 
irrigation and drainage of the stipulated area; the fulfillment of plans to irri- 
gate and drain a certain area during a season; the collection of water conservancy 
fees; and payments to the state budget in the stipulated amounts and on time. In 
a year of implementation, the corporation attained 104.2 percent of the plan norm 
and added 215 hectares in comparison to 190. The collection of water conservancy 
fees surpassed the plan by 3 percent (81,658 dong) and increased by 37,418 dong 
over 1980. It did a good job of meeting the installation management norms, ful- 
filling plans to make payments to the state budget, etc. 


During 4 days of listening to reports and participating in debates, the conference 
unanimously agreed that in addition to assuring the good fulfillment of the three 
benefits, etc., the units paying salaries according to pliecework consolidated so- 
cialist production relationships and protected socialist property. The spirit of 
self-enlightened socialist labor of the cadres and workers was strengthened and 
progress was made in exercizing their collective mastership right. 


However, the movement has not yet developed uniformly and strongly, the most ef- 
fective contracting-out forms for each area, sector, and trade have not been 
promptly determined, etc. Many units have not yet determined with regari to which 
tasks three-part-pfams should be applied, and with regard to which onl, the princi- 
pal production plan (part A) and the secondary production plan (part C) should be 
applied. A number of bases have not yet paid adquate attention to studying and 
boldly contracting-out final output to individual workers or small groups, but 
have paid much more attention to contracting-out to large collectives. The re- 
sponsibilities of the indirect element and of management cadres when implementing 
contracting-out have not been determined. Many places have not done a good job of 
Satisfying the three benefits. Some emphasize one aspect and others emphasize 
other aspects, but most have not been adequately concerned with the interests of 
the state and the enterprises. The economic-technical norms are not yet rational, 
are still incomplete, and tend to be too low. 








In recapitulating the conference comrade Vo Chi Cong, after praising the accon- 
plishments that had been achieved, pointed out the deficiencies we must continue to 
overcome in order to advance the piece work and bonuses movement in the state pro- 
duction units, said that the foremost mission of our party and people during coming 
years will be to resolve the most urgent problems in omier to stabilize and improve 
the people’s living standards. In omer to fulfill the basic missions and the 
strategic objectives, the resolution of the 10th Plenum, and especially the resolu- 
tion of the llth Plenum, of the VCP Central Committee regarding the economic and 
social tasks in 1462, we must highly concentrate the efforts of the entire nation, 
the sectors, and echelons to create outstanding agricultural development, in omer 
o resolve the food problem, the most pressing problem at the present time. Comrade 
Vo Chi Cong stressed that the state state production units in agriculture, fores- 
try, fishing, and even water conservancy and rubber, are state production units 
wnich have the mission of strongly advancing and contributing worthily to meeting 
the goals regarding food, clothing, consumer goods, and export goods. If that is 
to be accomplished the above-mentioned units must positively reorganize production 
and labor, improve management, introduce accounting int» their production and 
commerce, and eliminate the administrative-supply systen. From now on, generally 
speaking the state production units must make a profit and attain high economic 
effectiveness. 


With regard to the paying of piecework salaries ami bonuses, comrade Vo Chi Cong 
said that piecework has contributed to developing the latent capabilities of the 
land, the forests, and the sea and has developed the existing material-technical 
bases and the capabilities of each person, sector, and trade in each production 
unit with regard to their existing labor and materials, developed the latent 
scientific-technical capabilities, etc. The contracting-out of output has resulted 
in the launching of a revolutionary movement of the masses and has caused them to 
voluntarily labor, truly be the economic masters of their unit by, for example, 
participating in planning and the setting of econonic-technical norms, be the ms- 
ters with regard to science and technology, be the masters in distribution, etc. 
In 1962, all of the state production units in the above-mentioned sectors must ex- 
pand, and essentially eomplete, the implementation of contracting-out with regard 
to all trades, the various kinds of workers producing indirectly or serving pro- 
duction, and management cadres. 


In addition to carrying out studies in order to select the best most effective 
forms of peicework and bonuses to apply, the managing sectors, the localities, the 
production bases, and the relevant sectors must overcome the avove-mentioned 
deficiencies and create all conditions for the movement to develop strongly am 
stably. Things that are irrational and impede the implementation of the piecework 
and bonus forms in correct accordance with the objectives and principles of Deci- 
sion No 26-CP of the Council of Ministers must be resolutely abolished. The pro- 
duction bases are responsible for recommending ways to resolve such problems, 
boldly struggling and working together to solve problems, and creating conditions 
for the development of production. Our economic management has become habitual, 
and is restrained by the old regulations, but many people still dare not venture 
beyond the old structure, which is now too restrictive. The administrative-supply 
structure is inappropriate for economic management because it results in bureau- 
cratism and retards the economy and prevents it from developing. Contracting-out 
is very important, has an all-round break-through effect, helps untie the many 
restraints of the old structure, help bring an end to the provide-as-requested 
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form and replace it with the form of conducting business with economic accounting, 
gradually eliminate conservatism, backwardness, bureaucratism, negativism, etc. 
Comrade Vo Chi Cong pointed out that all spheres and tasks can be contracted out, 
but the kind of contracting out should depend on the type of work, so that it can 
be appropriate. The best forms of contracting-out are to individual workers or 
small groups: the smaller the more specific and the better. 


With regard to some problems relevant to the management structure, comrade Vo Chi 
Cong said that the enterprise directors are responsible for assuring the organiza- 
tion of profitable production and commerce, and for turning over the full amounts 
of goods (or money) and profits, according to state legal norms. Furthermore, the 
directors are authorized to take the initiative once the legal norm: are fulfilled, 
provided that the state policies are not violated. In order to perform those 
tasks well, the enterprise directors must truly have the right to take the initia- 
tive with regard to production, commerce, labor, finance, etc., must improve plan- 
ning and such sectors as finance, planning, banking, labor, home trade, materials, 
etc.; and must fully understand, resolutely create conditions for, provide specific 
guidance of, and promptly fulfill the production requirements, so that the managing 
ministries, the localities, and the \.ses can implement the forms of plecework and 
bonuses and develop production. 


On behalf of the Council of Ministers, comrade Vo Chi Cong launched an emulation 
movement to surpass the 1962 state plan and make important advances in the economic 
management of the agricultural, forestry, water conservancy, maritime products, and 
rubber sectors. 


The conference sent a letter to the Party Central Committee, the National Assembly, 
and the government which expressed a high degree of unanimity toward the policy of 
expanding the application of the plecework and bonus forms in the state units, 
which it regards as an important measure for eliminating the administrative-supply 
system and the present sluggishmess of management and production and changing over 
to a system with economic accounting in order to attain high economic effectiveness 
and achieve increasingly higher production profits. 





EMIGRE LABORERS OVERCHARGED ON EXIT PHOTOS--Recently workers selected for coopera- 
cive labor in foreign countries have been required to have eight 4 x 6 photographs 
of the type used on identity cards and passports as stipulated by the International 
Cooperation Department. A great number of people who needed to obtain photographs 
early had them taken at private photographic shops. The prices charged at these 
places were what the traffic would bear (some places charging 20-30 dong). But 

the worst part was that the photos did not meet the requirements so that in many 
cases the photos had to be taken again at great expense. To accommodate the workers 
and to ensure that the quality measures up to requirements we recommend that state 
and cooperative photo shops establish methods to ensure quality and that a number 
of photographic stations be established and that their location be made known to 
the public. While there is a lack of materials to supply private photographic 
shops and difficulties have been encountered in fixing their prices the culture 
sector must conduct research on and fix appropriate prices to ensure the private 
shops a fair income while preventing them from exploiting the needs of their cus- 
tomers by raising prices. Shops assigned to providing photos for the files of in- 
dividuals leaving for cvoperative labor must adhere to quality guidelines. [Text]

CHILDREN’S ORGANIZATIONS IN VIETNAM LISTED

[Excerpt] The Ho Chi Minh Vanguard Pioneers’ Brigade and the Ho Chi Minh Chil- 
dren's Brigade are organizations set up by the Communist Party of Vietnam and Presi- 
dent Ho Chi Minh. They were established on May 15, 1941 at Pac Bo, Cao Bang 
province. They have had their names changed several tires but from January 30, 
1970 onward they took the name of the late President Ho Chi Minh. 


The Ho Chi Minh Vanguard Pioneers’ Brigade admits members from the age of 9 to 
15. At the grassroots, teams are set up according to classroom street or hamlet. 
Above them are the inter-teams organized per school, town quarter of commune. 
The children elect the team and inter-team committees. 


The Ho Chi Minh Children’s Brigade admits members aged from 6 to 8. At its 
grassroots are "Knots" of five children each. All the Knots in a classroom form 
a children’s team named after the classroom, (of the street or hamlet): Knot 1A, 
Knot 1B, (or X street Knot, Y hamlet Knot, etc.) Each Knot appoints a chief 
assisted by a responsible cadre who is a member of the Vanguard Pioneers’ Bri- 
gade. The team has no chief but a responsible cadre who is member of the Ho Chi 
Minh Communist Youth Union. The Children's Brigade is regarded as the “reserve 
organization” of the Vanguard Pioneers’ Brigade. In each basic general education 
school (9-year school) the Children's teams of all classes are placed under the 
direct guidance of the inter-team of the Vanguard Pioneers’ Brigade. The inter- 
team of a school will entrust to the children’s teams of upper classes the charge 
of the teams in lower classes. 


From having 8 members at the outset (40 years ago), there are now in the whole 
country 4,008,296 members of the Vanguard Pioneers’ Brigade (grouped in 11,015 





inter-teams) and 1,000,000 members of the Children's Brigade (grouped in 149,173 
teams). 


The Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth Union takes charge of the Ho Chi Minh Vanguard 
Pioneers’ Brigade and the Ho Chi Minh Children's Brigade. The cadres responsi- 
ble for these brigades can be either teachers who are members of the Youth Union 
or cadres sent by the higher level, working as advisors or guides.
